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FISCAL IMPACT - Small Business

DESCRIPTION

This act provides that the design, marketing, manufacture or sale of firearms or ammunition is
not an reasonably dangerous activity and does not constitute a nuisance per se. The act prohibits
political subdivisions as well as the state, from instituting a lawsuit against any firearms or
ammunition manufacturer relating to design, marketing, manufacture or sale to the public. The
act allows actions regarding breach of contract or warranty for firearms or ammunition purchased
by a state or political subdivision.

Thislegidation is not federally mandated, would not duplicate any other program and would not
require additional capital improvements or rental space.
